The Water Gas Bil. 

The bill passed by the House of Deleyates now 
before the Counci! provides that the St. Louis Gas, 
Fuel and Power Company, is empowered to lay 
and maintain gas pipe in the public streets, alleys, 
and highways—in the alleyes wherever practicable 
ot the city of St. Louis, for the purpose of dis- 
tributing, supplying and selling gas; that at no 
time shall the company charge the consumers 
more than $1 Bor each 1,000 cubic feet of gas so 
furnished, and tne company shall allow to con 
sumers 5 per cent on all bills if paid within five 
days after presentation; thatthe company shall 
furnish gas to the city at the rate of $20 a lamp per 
annum. The company agrees to supply gas 
having an illuminating power of not less than 

wenty candies, English sperm, to be tested in the 
manner how adopted for testing gas, the company 
to be responsible for any fail.re to keep the gas up 
to the standard to the extent of paving $250 lato tue 
City Treasury every day of such failure, except in 
case of serious accident or calamity. The company 
is bound to leave the sireets in which they ay their 
pipes in as good a conditioa as they find them. The 
franchise is not to be consid ao exclusive one.

ON HER DEATH BED. 


The Last Survivor of the Oace Famous 
Smith Sisters—A Memorable Tax Fight.

Harrrorp, Coxx., November 24 —The last surviv- 

ing member of the once famous Smith sistera, of 
Aiderney cow fame.is on ber death bed, Miss 
Julia Smith Parker met with a painful and fatal 
accident afew days aco.
